1 T Ihe Britiſh Plantations do not produce . enough 
to ſupply Great Britain and the other Britiſh Dominions, and 
have to ſpare for Foreign Ports; and if they ſhould produce more, 
that Great Britain ought to be the Mart or Staple of the Sugar 
Trade, and that all Sugars ſhould be firſt imported into that 
Kingdom in order to pay Duty, Freight, and Port Charges, to the 
Advancement of, its Trade, Navigation and Revenue.

T o all which Objections I beg Leave to anſwer and obſerye; 
That if the Crown of Great Britain could be always ſure of 
having Liberty from the French and Dutch, for the Britiſh Sub- 
jects for ever to continue the Trade that is now carried on between 
the Briziſh Colonies and the French and Dutch Plantations, and 
always to command Melaſſes from thence, the New England 
Arguments in favour of that Trade might indeed carry ſome 

Weight as to ſome of the Northern Colonies, but not in the 
leaſt as to the true Intereſt of Great Britain, becauſe the Foreign

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Wr the French Sugar Colonies are once well fix'd, their 
Navigation increaſed, and their Sugar Commerce more advanced,

Tus Nortbh- American Diſtillers are great Sticklers againſt this 
Prohibition, as they have now a great Number of Still-houles at 
Boſton, and other Parts of the Northern Colonies, and manu- 
facture great Quantities of foreign Melaſles into a Kind of Rum, 
worſe than French Rum, with which they ſupply the Fiſheries 
and Indian Trade, and alſo Penflvanis, Maryland, Virginia, 
and Carolina, who were formerly ſupplied from our Sugar 
Iſlands, with good wholſame Rum, made with the Juice of the 
Sugar-cane and freſh Melaſſes, altho' they did not then make 
near ſo much as they do now. This Manufactory interferes with 

the Manufactutes, Trade, and Navigation of Great Britain to a 
great Degree, as it baulks the Britiſß Sugar Planter from planting 
more Land, and taking off from Great Britain greater Quanti- 
ties of her Manufactures, and employing more of her Shipping 
in the ſeveral Branches of Trade that depend on the Britiſb Su. 
gar Plantations; and thereby our Commerce is ſtraitned, while 

the French and Dutch Sugar-planters increaſe their Plantations 
and take off more of their Home ManutaQures. e 


Turn is Land and good Soil enough in the Britiſb Sugar

Surrosk then, that this Prohibition ſhould take - Efc&, and 
har Rum ſhould thereby keep up in its Price more than it 
would otherwiſe do by 4 4. per Gallon in the Britz/þ Sugar 
Iſlands, where 100, 00 Hogſheads of 90 Gallons pr Hogſhead 
may, with proper Encouragements, be made per Annum; that 
will amount to 150, o J. in favour of all the Britiſp Sugar 
Plantations; and that Difference of 4d. per Gallon would not coſt 
the Fiſhermen much above a Penny a Bottle more, and one 
Bottle of Rum a Day is enough for two ox three Fiſhermen. 
This 150,000 J. per Annum extraordinary Profits will enable 
the Sugar Planters to inereafe their Plantations yearly, and to 
buy mote Negroes, and conſequently conſume more. refuſe Fiſh, 
to the Benefit of thoſe ' Fiſhermen, ; who. may, for ſome ſhort 
Space of Time, thus pay a Penny or Tworpense more for a Bottle 


of Rum. 
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T H E Lakes Duties on ale dreien Species upon Importa- 
tion into, our Plantations, may do better than nothing, if a Pro- 


hibition cannot be obtained, more eſpecially as the Britiſh 
' Planters pay large Duties in the Sugar Iſlands, upon exporting 


their Produce from one Plantation to another ; but I fear it 
will meet with inſuperable Difficulties in the Collection by Cu- 


ſtom· houſe Officers on thoſe extenfive Shores; and that the Pro- 


fits that may thereby ariſe to the Crown, will never anſwer the 
Charge of collecting the Duties. 


I SHALL now take Notice of ſome more general Objections 
and Reflections, which I fhall anſwer ; and then make ore

Ir is advidcat by: ſome, That if theſe Prohibitions, Reſtric- 
tions, and Liberties hereby propoled, ſhould be granted, the Bri- 
7iſh Sugar Planters will make leſs Sugar, by making more Me- 
laſſes and Rum, and will monopolize thoſe three Commodities, 
and put what Prices they pleaſe upon them, to the great Pre- 
judice of the reſt of his Majeſty's Subjects, as it will, in Effect, 


be laying a Tax upon all thoſe Commodities to ſapport the

THAT Barbadoes, before the Year 1715, uſed to trade with 
the French, and by taking off their Sugar and Melaſſes, pre- 
vented their ſeeking out for other Markets, and thereby almoſt 
wholly engroſſed the Sugar Trade into their own Hands, and 
were become the common Channel of that Trade, until they very 
inconſiderately, in the Year 1715, laid a Duty upon the Impor- 
tation of French Sugar and Melaſſes into Barbadoes, too great 
to be ſupported, and by that Means loſt that Trade intirely ; 
and that the French, upon this, found out the Way to foreign 
Exropean Markets; and would inſinuate, that this Step of the 
Barbadians is one of the chief Cauſes of our Loſs of the Re- 


exportation of Sugar. 


Ix Anſwer to what is here advanced, I ſhall obſerve, that 
the Britzfh Sugar Planters being now chiefly confin'd to the home 
Conſumption, and having intircly loſt the ſupplying of foreign 

Markets, are fo far from being able to ſer what Prices they pleaſe 
upon their Sugar, that they have more Reaſon to fear the Sugar 
Bakers and Grocers, who ate now the chief, if not the {ole Buy- 
ets of that Commodity, may ſet what Prices they pleaſe upon it, 
and put it out of the Power of the Sugar Planters to get a live- 

ing Profit, until they abate in their Quantity equal to, or under 

what may be wanted for the home Conſumption; which will 
for ever loſe: the Exportation of Sugar to foreign Markets. And 
beſides, the more the Britiſi Planters abate in their Planting; and 

Produce, the more coarte Sugars will the French fling into our 

P ions, while they are getting a better Price for the better 

Sort at the foreign European Markets: And this will alſo be the 

Miſchief, if all the Importers of Sugar into Great Britain could

Ou Sugar Planters now poſſeſs the Iflands of Jamaica, Bar- 
badoes, Antigua, St. Chriftophers, Nevis, and Mant ſerat, no lets 
than ſix different Sugar Iſlands, and ſome of them at conſi- 
derable Diſtances from one another; and there is little or no 
Intercourſe of Trade between them. In every one of theſe 
Ilands all Britiſh Ships may freely enter and trade; every ſingle 
Man on board of every Ship may trade and buy Sugar of every 
Planter; every Merchant of London, Briſtol, or Liverpool, and 
all other Britz/þ Subjects may ſend their Goods there when they 
pleaſe, chuſe their own Market, and have Sugar or othet Produce 
in Return; and they have no Companies or Corporations amongſt 
them. All which makes it apparent, that the Fear of a Mono- 
poly is groundleſs, and that there is no Poſſibility of any ſuch. 
Thing. And if Sugar ſhould chance to advance in the Plantati - 
ons in general, 2 or 3 8. per Hundred for ſome ſhort Time, the 
like may be ſaid as to that Article and the Conſumers.of Sugar, 
as has been already aid in the Caſe of Rum and the Ne- Eng- 
laud Fiſhermen.

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Burt the Truth is, her 1 10 5. V per Hunde in former me 
was equal to about 30 s. per Hundred now in Barbadoes. Then 
10's. Barbadoes Money, according to its Denomination, was as 
good as ſo much Sterling, and ſometimes 8 or 10 per Cent. bet- 
ter,” but is now 30 per Cent. worle, occaſioned from the Changes 
in Trade, together with the late Queen's Proclamation in 1705, 
which put their Money upon a more certain Value, and ſo the 
Price of their Produce was generally regulated according to its 
Value at the 7 Markets, where it was moſtly conſumed;

Crops, and now have frequently ſhort Crops, by Means of dry 
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ſupply thoſe Markets, at leaſt, 7 s. per Hundred cheaper than the 
Britiſh Subjects can, under their preſent Circumſtances, admit- 
ting the firſt Coſt to be equal in the Plantations. In this very 
Inſtance the French Planters gain 35 per Cent. over the Britiſh 
Planter, in the Price of his Sugar only; for admitting the 
French Freight to Europe to be at 7 f. per Hundred, while the 
Engliſhman carries it at 3 f. 6 d. per Hundred to Great Britain, 
there then remains 3 5. 6 d. per Hundred to the Benefit of the 
French Planter, which is 35 per Cent. upon tos. per Hundred. 


TI TAKE it, that the French and Dutch are now ſupply'd 
with Negroes and other Plantation Neceſſaries as cheap as the 
Engliſh are, as they, by their Agents, can buy what they pleaſe 
of thoſe Species in the Britiſp Plantations, and carry them off 
without any Duty or Interruption; and they are ſupply'd from 
Ireland and our Northern Colonies as cheap, or rather cheaper, 
as leſs Duties are paid upon what they take in Exchange; but their 
greateſt Supplies they receive from their own European Ports in 
their own Shipping. What Superiority have we then from our 
natural Adyantages, while our Rival Neighbours have, at leaſt, 
an equal Share in the Benefits of them ? K 


us r own the Produce of the little Iſland of Barbados, ſince 
its firſt Settlement, has been prodigious, and, like a rich Mine, 
greatly advantagious to her Mother Kingdom; but I can't be of 
Opinion it muſt make no more, becauſe it has made ſo much; 
or, according to the Expreſſion of our Adverſaries, that the Cake 
is all eaten: J rather believe it will make much more, if proper 
Care be ſpeedily taken of the Sugar Trade, but not otherwiſe. 
How would thoſe Gentlemen like that New- England Doctrine, 
who have purchaſed Eſtates with their Money ſince the Peace of 
Utrecht at great Rates, and ſettled their Families there, when Su- 
gars ſold at 40 and 50 per Cent. more than they have of late 
Years done, and upwards of Cent. per Cent. more than ſome ſorts 
do now? The four Leeward Iſlands would ſtand but a poor 
Chance in caſe of a War, if Barbadoes, that is ſo well ſituated, 
was to be planted no more, Famaica would be ſurrounded” 
with powerful Enemics, and the Sugar: Trade in Danger of 
. being loſt, to the great Benefit of foreign Powers; and it is to 
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be feared our greateſt Rival in Trade would have the greateſt 
Share in the Sugar Trade, and go near to ingroſs the whole. 


As to the Barbadians laying a Duty upon French Sugars, and 
Melaſſes in the Year 1715, 1 fhall obſerve, that the New-Eng- 
landmen found the Way to trade directly to the French Sugar 
Iſlands near as ſoon as the Barbadians did; that I never heard 
of an Ounce of Sugar or Melaſſes being brought to Barbadoes 
from any Part of Hiſpaniola, the moſt conſiderable of the French 
Settlements, and not any conſiderable Quantity from the 
French Iſlands ſituated near Barbadoes ; what was brought from 
them was uſually brought in clandeſtinely, either in reſpe& to 
the French or Engliſh, and contrary to the Treaty of 1686. 
How could this Step of the Barbadians be look'd upon as preju- 
dicial to the Sugar Trade, when there were no Duties paid at the 
Leeward Iflands, nor any Hindrance to that Trade, any more 
| than there was before the Barbadians laid that Duty; and they 
nere ſituated as conveniently for ſuch a Trade as Barbadoes: And 
| I have been well informed, there have been lately imported thither 
great Quantities of coarſe French Sugars, which now lie in the 
London Warchouſes in Engizſh Casks, and by the Cuſtom. houſe 
Books are look'd upon as Briti ſſ Produce, having paid no more 
than Eugliſb Duties, which conſequently gives a Notion, that the 
Britzſh Sugar Trade is in a better Way than it really is. This 
has help'd with other Cauſes, to glut the London Market, fo as 
to bring the Prices of Sugar to ſo low and ruinous an Ebb F, 
which threatens the Loſs of that valuable Branch of Trade, if 
1 not the total Loſs of ſo valuable a Share of the Britiſb Domini - 
ons, as the Sugar Plantations have already been, and may be

B u r upon the whole, I may till venture to ſay, that with pro- 
per and ſpeedy Encouragements, our Sugar Plantations may, in 
a ſhort Space of Time, be brought to maintain 6000 Seamen, 
and pay them their Wages 9 or 10 Months in the Year. Thoſe 
Seamen, according to the Courſe of the Sugar Trade, would be 
moſtly at home in Great Britain the Remainder of the 'Year, 
ſpending the Fruits of their Labour, or making ſhort Voyages to 
the neighbouring Ports, and would be ready for the Navy in 
caſe of a Call for Seamen. 


THESE Sugar Plantations may employ 100,000 Tons of Ship- 
ping, pay above half a Million a Year for Freight, and upwards 
of 250,000 J. per Annum Duty to the Crown, which, at 3 per 
Cent.

EvERVY Wind- mill Plantation may be calculated at 4 Fourth 
or Fifth of this groſs Amount and Charge, admitting ſuch Plan- 
tations to be fully ſtocx d: But ſome Plantations are better ſituated 
than others, have better Soil, and more Land, be better or worſe 
built, better or wotſe handed as to Number and ſeaſoned Ne- 
groes,. with other Varieties, which make a conſiderable Diffe- 
rence in the neat yearly Profits; and there are ſome indeed that 
are very much underhanded, the Buildings out of Repair, and their 
Owners owe Money at a great Intereſt, and finding they can 
never recover at the preſent Prices of their Produte, and deſpair- 
ing of Relief in the Sugar Trade from home, are running away 
with their Negroes and other Effects, to ſeek Shelter elſewhere, 
and leave their Buildings to fall to the Ground. How this will 
end, we muſt leave to Time to diſcover. _ |

6 d. per 
Hundred together at Barbadoes, which alone will bring one Pot, 
cContaining 40 /b. of clay'd Sugar, to 17 C. ſo that the Frenchman, 
zt theſe Prices, will be a Gainer over the Engliſhman by 3 s. per 
Pot, if he flings away all his Melaſſes, as he usd to do, which, 
upon 7ooo Pots, will amount to 105 0 l. the whole yearly: Amount

THE Dutch have alſo large Poſſeſſions on the Continent of 
South America, and daily improye in their Sugar Works, and 


have alſo ſeveral ſmall Iſles, from whence they trade for Silver, 


Gold, and other Spanish Products, which they take in Exchange 
for Negroes and other Merchandize they carry. thither; and for 
Flour, Fiſh, and other Goods they receive from our Plantations. 
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Tur Brotieb Nation 5 likewiſe conſiderable Poſſeſſions in 


Anerica, and ſuch as are vaſtly beneficial to a maritime European 
Power ; and from their Situation, Climate and Produce, are very 
ſetviceable and ſtrengthening to each other, and would be more 
ſo, were they better united and more dependent on one another. 


They ſhould be brought upon a ſort of a Balance, or Level, ſo as 


to be rendered capable of ſupporting each other, without the 
Aſſiſtance of Foreigners. For want of this moſt of our ſpare 
Hands go to the Notthern Colonies, who carry on a very con- 
ſiderable Trade with the foreigu Sugar Plantations, very much to 
the Prejudice of our Sugar Iflands, as has been herein above ſet 
forth. The moſt valuable Commodities our Plantations now 
produce, are Sugar, Tobacco, Fiſh, Rice, and naval Stores, which 
being bulky Commaditics, employ great Numbers of Seamen 
and Shipping, and bring vaſt Treaſures home to the national 
Stock. We had formerly a very profitable Trade from our Su- 
gar Iſlands, and particularly from Jamaica, with the Spaniards, 
that employed a great Number of Seamen and Shipping, which 
added to our Strength in thoſe Parts, and brought” home great 
Quantities-of Gold, Silver, and other N Produce, in Return 
tor our British Manufactures. 


Tu r French; who ate now become our greateſt Rivals in the 
American Trade, gather Strength daily. They have large Poſſeſ- 
ſibns-there; and carry on a very conſiderable Trade. 
Hands go moſtly. to their Sugar Iſlands, with great Encourage- 
ments, whereby they are wonderfully increaſed ; and, no doubt, 
the Produce of thoſe Iſlands will always command the Prodnce 
of the Continent one Way or another, as the People of the Con- 
rinent cannot ſubſiſt without a Trade with ſome Sugar Planta- 
tions/ They gein a vaſt Superioriry over us, by means of the 
Encourdgements they receive from their Mother Kingdom more 
than what we receive from ours, together With their Trade with 
the ”_— cen An and the the Spenish Forts, as 25 in

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Europe as America: All which muſt greatly inlarge their Com 
merce and Navigation.
